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Resident celebrates 104th birthday

Still puffing away on 
cigarettes, long time area resi¬ 
dent Suzie Patchell celebrated 
her 104th birthday on Sunday, 
and became what is believed to 
be the second oldest person liv¬ 
ing in Alberta. 

Jim Andres, spokesperson 
for the Mountain View Health 
Care Centre where Patchell is a 
resident, said she had no 
statistics to prove the claim, but 
believed Patchell was the sec¬ 
ond oldest because of an article 
which ran in The Calgary 
Herald a few years ago. 

"At that time, they said she 
was the third oldest person in 
Alberta, but I am pretty sure 
someone has passed away 
since then, making her the 
second." 

Still alert and enthusiastic, 
Patchell celebrated her mile¬ 
stone at a party in her honor at 
the health care centre on Fri¬ 
day, February 7. Celebrating 
with her was her 96-year-old 
sister Nelly Rinehart and her 
84-year-old brother-in-law Bob 
Patchell. 

"We certainly have a his¬ 
tory of longevity in the family," 
said Don Rinehart, Patchell's 
nephew. "Although I couldn't 
tell you why because my aunt 
still smokes everyday." 

Rinehart said his aunt and 
her family first came to the 
Mountain View area from 
Idaho in 1903. 

"If you get her [Patchell] on 
the subject, she'll tell you all 
about it; coming up in a 
covered wagon when this was 
the North West Territories. 
They had planned to go all the 
way to Peace River, but I guess 
their mother decided they had 
gone far enough by the time 
they reached Calgary." 

Patchell and her family set¬ 
tled on a homestead near 
Cremona where they made 
their living by farming. She 
moved to Armstrong, B.C. with 
her husband, Fred Patchell in 
1941, but returned to Didsbury 
just over three years ago. She 
was the fourth eldest child in 
her family.

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College and Town 
explore tourism concept 


A public meeting is being 
held Thursday, Feb. 13, 1992 
for what may become a new 
tourism magnet in the Olds 
area. 

It is all part of an innovative 
tourism concept being dubbed 
''EduFarm'' promoting both 
agricultural and horticultural at¬ 
tractions. Representatives from 
both Olds College and the 
Town of Olds' Tourism Action 
Committee are actively involv¬ 
ed in the proposed project and 
will be present at the meeting 
to be held in the College's 
Alumni Centre at 7:30 p.m. 

"We want people to see, 
hear, touch and experience 
country living," says EduFarm 
Steering Committee Chairper¬ 
son and College Student Ser¬ 
vices Dean, Sharon Carry. "The 
underlying idea is that EduFarm 
would allow these kinds of 
discoveries to happen, similar 
to that of Drumheller's Tyrell 
Museum, where people take an 
active role in learning about the 
attractions through hands-on 
experience. Many of the people 
living in larger urban centres 
are at least three generations 
away from the farm." 

EduFarm would also be¬ 
come a tool not only for cross¬ 
selling other tourism assets in 
the West Central Tourism 
Region, but also for boosting 
their economy, primarily that in 
Olds where the resource would 
be situated. The West Central 
Company of Adventurers works 
to promote the heritage, 
culture, agriculture, and natural 
resources of this region and, 
therefore, would act as a strong 
economic drawing force for a 
community such as Olds. 

Carry says it's important to 
know whether or not the com¬ 
munity is open to what 
EduFarm could involve first 
before detailed planning takes 
place. "We see this as an exten¬ 


sion of our educational market. 
We have been demonstrating 
agriculture and horticulture 
here since 1911 so a concept 
like EduFarm is certainly ap¬ 
propriate ... but that doesn't 
mean we go into this kind of a 
project with our eyes shut. It's 
important to know whether or 
not the community is open to 
what this could involve," Carry 
adds. 

With some $200 million in 
capital assets, Olds College has 
the nucleus of what is needed 
to make the promotional idea 
become a reality. Preliminary 
ideas for attractions and high¬ 
lights envisioned with EduFarm 
might include: 

- an interpretive farm 
demonstration ara; - green¬ 
houses; - riding stables; 
-atriums; - weekend family farm 
vacation; - international dis¬ 
plays; - a wetlands area; 
-historical fashion displays, etc. 

The EduFarm Steering 
Committee selected a team of 
tourism management consult¬ 
ants headed by Pannell Kerr 
Forster, of Edmonton, to under¬ 
take EduFarm's tourism mar¬ 
keting study. Other consultants 
were Great Plains Research 
Consultants and Hutchinson 
Macko Rand Architects. "We 
have a lot of faith in the con¬ 
sultants chosen by the Commit¬ 
tee" says Carry. "They are all 
leading specialists in the 
tourism and leisure time in¬ 
dustries." 

Their work will involve a 
market analysis, concept 
development, and a feasibility 
assessment. A final report is 
scheduled for April, 1992.

A cotton for Canada? 


It may just be Canada's 
answer to cotton. 

Milkweed, an innocuous 
weed found throughout most of 
North America, is being eyed in 
Canada as the fibre of the future. 

Government researchers are 
working with industry to look at 
the possibility of producing a new 
textile-a woven or knitted or 
nonwoven product--using milk¬ 
weed. 

Agriculture Canada research 
has already shown that the weed 
can be successfully cultivated 
and the floss from the pod of the 
plant harvested and used as a 
fibre substitute for down in 


sportswear, or as an absorbent 
fibre for the paper industry. 

The success of milkweed 
fibre would make it one of the few 
textile products made in Canada 
And because it's a natural fibre, 
the products would be biodegrad¬ 
able. 

"The study of milkweed 
production proved very success¬ 
ful," says Dr. Diane Benoit, a 
weed scientist at Agriculture 
Canada's Research Station in 
Saint-J ean-Sur-Richelieu, Que¬ 
bec. "This could become a crop 
of the future." 

The centre started the 
research from the ground up, 


first experimenting with cultiv¬ 
ating the weed. Research indica¬ 
ted the survival of the crop 
improved when the plants were 
started in the greenhouse and the 
seedlings transferred to the field 
in early J une The seedlings were 
planted in large rows at high 
densities and two years after 
planting produced up to 475 kg 
of fibre per hectare--a yield 
comparable to cotton 

Milkweed does not require 
excessive manpower to maintain 
and a minimal amount of 
fertilizer is used to cultivate the 
crop, Dr. Benoit notes.

Prairie farm support deadline 


Grains and oilseeds pro¬ 
ducers in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba are reminded that 
the deadline for applications 
under the $80O-million federal 
farm aid program is Feb. 12, 
1992 

Applications must be post¬ 
marked or received by the Farm 
Support and Adjustment Mea¬ 
sures II (FSAM II) office in 
Regina by Feb. 12 to be 
considered under the Prairie 
grains and oilseeds component of 
the program. 

"To date our officials have 
received more than 92 per cent of 
the 140,000 applications mailed 
to Prairie producers," Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Bill McK night said. 
"We've processed for initial 
payment nearly 117,000 applica¬ 
tions worth a total of approxi¬ 
mately $260 million." 

The farm aid program was 
announced last October as part of 
a comprehensive strategy to deal 
with the income problems of 
Canadian farmers. It was design¬ 
ed to provide transitional support 
until the Gross Revenue Insur¬ 
ance Plan (GRIP) and Net Income 
Stabilization Account (NISA) 
become fully effective, in keeping 
with the recommendations of the 
Third Line of Defence Committee 
to address short-term income 
difficulties for 1990 

In the Prairies, about $574 
million has been designated 
under the grains and oilseeds 
component of FSAM II Produc¬ 


ers who resided in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan or Manitoba on 
Dec. 31, 1990 and who planted 
crops for harvest in 1990 are 
eligible to apply. 

Applications were mailed in 
early December to producers who 


held a 1990-91 Canadian Wheat 
Board permit book. Eligible 
producers who did not hold a 
permit book are being mailed an 
application upon request to the 
FSAM II office. 


structure and a waxy covering 
which acts as a good water 
repellent That makes it a good 
substitute for down in sportswear 
which tends to retain water. A 
second potential use, Dr Benoit 
says, is as a cellulosic fibre to 
make absorbing paper products. 

A Nebraska firm is the only 
company now producing milk¬ 
weed floss for commercial sale as 
a filler fibre, Dr. Benoit says 
There's strong market potential 
for milkweed as a substitute for 
down which fluctuates in supply 
and price because it is harvested 
from the wild. 

In Canada, government 
scientists are collaborating with 
researchers at McGill University 
and the Textile Technology 
Centre in Quebec in exploring the 


potential for producing a new 
textile product. They are working 
on breeding a higher qualify 
milkweed fibre with the longer 
fibres required to produce 
woven, knitted or nonwoven 
fabrics. 

The next step, according to 
the centre's Dr Gerard Lombard, 
is to develop a mechanical 
process for seeding and harvest¬ 
ing the milkweed crop and 
cleaning the fibre. 

The researchers plan to work 
on developing textile products by 
blending milkweed fibre with 
cotton or synthetic fibres, Dr 
Lombard says. 

"We would expect to see this 
new crop develop on a commer¬ 
cial level within the next five to 
10 years," says Dr. Benoit.

There are many good reasons for wanting to know if you have HIV Because 
drugs and I real menu arc available to help skna the advance of HIV infection, 
earty diagnosis is an important reason to he tested if you have been at nsk 
Whatever your reason for wanting to find out, it is important to understand the 
IIIV test before deciding to have one. 

The AIDS virus is difficult to detect in the body Instead of looking for the virus, 
a blood lest is done to look for the antibodies which the body produces to fight 
it. These antibodies take from two weeks to so months to show up in the blood 
after exposure to HIV. The lest can be done by a family doctor or at a Sexually 
Transmitted Disease (STD) clinic. It usually lakes at least two weeks to get the teat results No one else will be told 
about your test or iu results. 

Due to the life threatening nature of HIV infection, the decision to have the leal may cause a lot of anxiety Whether 
the results are positive or negative, it is a stressful time. Discuss the teal with a health professional in advance. Be 
sure you understand what the results mean before being tested 

Many people in Alberta have IIIV infection They look and fed well. In many cases, they don't even know they have 
the virus. They may be unknowingly spreading 11fV to others through unprotected sexual intercourse or sharing 
needles to inject drugs 

If you have been involved in any of these risky behaviours consider getting tested. Pit her avoid sexual Intercourse or 
always use a latex condom, and don't share needles Otherwise you could pass the virus on to others

Hall finishing awaits grant

Finishing construction of 
the new Carstairs community 
hall is awaiting funding which 
the Carstairs and District Com¬ 
munity Hall Association hope 
will come from the federal 
government. 

Harvey Bazinet, Vice Chair¬ 
person of the Association said 
they hope to hear by the end of 
February whether or not they 
will receive a Canadian cultural 
grant applied for last year. 

In the mean time, roughing

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Facts about Math 30 


A recent news release from 
the Alberta Teachers' Associa¬ 
tion complained about implemen¬ 
tation of the new Math 30 
curriculum Here are the facts: 

- The changes to the Math 
30 curriculum were sent to 
schools by J une 1, 1991. J une 1 is 
a set deadline for changes to 
curriculum that will be imple¬ 
mented in the following Septem¬ 
ber. The deadline was met. 

- Changes to the Math 30 
curriculum for 1992 are not 
extensive. In fact, roughly 
two-thirds of the curriculum 
remains the same. Major 
changes were in statistics, 
permutations and combinations, 
and quadratic relations Of the 
changes made, 92 per cent of 
them were approved by the 
various math and senior high 
school curriculum committees, 
including representatives of the 
ATA. 

- Teacher Resource Manu¬ 
als are designed to assist 
teachers with implementing cur¬ 
riculum. They give teachers ideas 
about how to present components 
of the curriculum They are 
helpful to teachers but not 
essential for teachers to have 
before they teach a course The 
Manuals were available to 
teachers in August. 

- Information about the dip¬ 
loma exam for Math 30 was 
provided to teachers at the end of 
September This is the same time 
that teachers regularly receive 
information about all diploma 
exams Information about the 
new Math 30 components was 
highlighted in the exam bulle¬ 
tins. 

- The quadratic relations 
component of the Math 30 


curriculum can be taught at any 
time in the course but most 
teachers prefer to teach this 
component later in the course 
when students are more able to 
deal with the abstract concepts 
involved. 

- Province-wide inservice 
sessions were held in May and 
J une of 1991. In the fall of 1991, 
the department arranged inser¬ 
vice sessions on the quadratic 
relations section. Approximately 
500 math teachers attended This 
means that almost every math 
teacher who teaches Math 30 was 
able to attend an inservice on the 
new curriculum before they were 
required to teach the new 
components of the course. 

Students do not have to have 
a graphing calculator for either 
the course or the exam. They 
need to have access to a graphing 
calculator or a computer that has 
graphing capabilities during the 
course but not for the exam 

- Student materials for the 
quadratic relations section were 
available in December and 
involved a combination of print 
and video materials. These 
distance learning materials 
proved to be very popular with 
teachers and our indications are 
that they were used extensively. 
One principal wrote to say, 
"These videos have been of great 
value to our mathematics teach¬ 
ers. . . They feel that these tapes 
are the best Christmas presents a 
mathematics teacher could re¬ 
ceive." 

- In the fall, a focus group 
session was held involving a 
cross-section of people: teachers, 
parents, an engineer, a lawyer, a 
nurse, students and a university 
math professor The assessment

- Changes to the quadratic 
relations section have received 
support from the Mathematics 
department at the University of 
Alberta. 

- At an international confer¬ 
ence on mathematics, Alberta's 
new approach to the quadratic 
relations section was described 
as a program which will change 
the way quadratic relations is 
taught in North America because 
its focus is on teaching towards 
understanding of the concepts. 


- Although concerns were 
expressed by some individual 
math teachers, the ATA did not 
formally express any concerns 
about implementation of the new 
curriculum until the news confer¬ 
ence on Jan. 28, 1992, the day 
before students wrote the Math 
30 diploma exam 

- It's premature to talk 
about the impact of the curricu¬ 
lum changes on the Math 30 
diploma exams Further informa¬ 
tion will be provided as soon as 
student results are available. 

- It is our regular practice to 


look very carefully at diploma 
exam results. Our top priority is 
to be fair to students. We rely on 
teachers who mark the exams to 
give us their advice. If it looks 
like students had a great deal of 
difficulty with questions on the 
new components of the curricu¬ 
lum, we will look at that issue 
But, overall, high standards must 
be maintained The expectations 
for students in the Math 30 
curriculum are clear and students 
must be able to meet those 
expectations in order to do well in 
the course

First glass 

The Glenbow Museum is 
coming to Carstairs through a 
special loan of artifacts which will f 
be on view in the Roulston 
Museum. The display, which 
features examples of early 
Canadian-made glass from across 
the country will be on view 
February through April. 

Mallorytown Glass Works 
was the first glass company in 
Canada. It started in 1825 in 
Mallorytown, Ontario and was in 
operation until about 1840. 
However, it wasn't until the late 
1870's that the industry began to 
expand with about thirty compan¬ 
ies being established in Central 
Canada and the Maritimes. They 
produced non-leaded small func¬ 
tional pieces and glass bottles. 
Pressed glass, in which the glass 
was pressed into molds, was the 
mainstay of their product lines 
and featured patriotic themes or 
designs resembling expensive 
cut leaded glass. Occasionally, 
original pieces were produced for 
decorative use such as paper¬ 
weights and these were greatly 
admired 

This display is part of 
Glenbow's Rural Loans Program, 
which extends Museum access to 
Alberta communities. Small ex¬ 
hibits are circulated on a three 
month rotating schedule and 
housed in a single, permanent 
display case.
